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That art that matters to us—which moves the heart, or revives the soul, or 
delights the senses, or offers courage for the living, however we choose to 
describe the experience—that work is received by us as a gift is received. 

—Lewis Hyde, The Gift; Imagination and the Erotic Life of Property 

In 2005, LACMA officially entered middle age. Forty years old—the time 
at which life is proverbially meant to begin. Or, as Arthur Schopenhauer 
put it, “the first forty years of life give us the text; the next thirty supply 
the commentary.” The text, in this case, is the distinguished collection of 
art that lacma has built in its first four decades as an autonomous insti¬ 
tution, the museum having had, in reality, two lives. Its first life began in 
1913 as the Los Angeles Museum of History, Science, and Art, located in 
Exposition Park (note the name’s anachronistic menage-a-trois, which 
relegates “art” to tertiary status). Its second and more authentic conception 
began in 1965 when, having shaken off its sibling rivals of history and 
science, the Los Angeles County Museum of Art was born on its present 
Wilshire site. 

A soundbite history: 1965 saw the deaths ofT. S. Eliot, Winston 
Churchill, Le Corbusier, and Margaret Dumont; the births of Sarah 
Jessica Parker and Brooke Shields; the release of The Sound of Music and 
Dr. Zhivago ; Beatlemania and the Watts riots; Lyndon Johnson’s Great 
Society and the War on Poverty; the creation of Medicare and Medicaid; 
the arrival of combat troops in Vietnam and the first space walk; Vatican n 
and the assassination of Malcolm X. 

When the museum opened its doors that year, a mere five departments 
defined its collecting parameters: Costume and Textiles, Decorative Arts, 
Modern Art, Oriental Art, and Prints and Drawings. Reflecting the evolving 
diversity of Los Angeles itself, lacma has since grown into a near-encyclo¬ 
pedic institution comprising more than a dozen collecting areas. 

Hie exhibition LACMA at 40, by necessity, can only display a fraction 
of the many exceptional gifts the museum received in 2005, although a 
complete checklist of all fortieth anniversary donations appears in these 
pages. The historical and geographic range of this embarrassment of riches 
is impressive, reflecting the full measure of LACMA s spheres of collecting, 
from ancient Mexico to colonial America, eighth-century China to 
twentieth-century Paris, Renaissance Europe to contemporary Japan. 




A selective, if rambling, excursion might begin in Venice with Giovanni 
Domenico Tiepolo’s rococo masterpiece, Christ and the Woman Taken in 
Adultery. The museum’s first major picture by this artist, it joins works by 
his celebrated father Giovanni Battista Tiepolo and by fellow Venetians 
Antonio Canaletto and Francesco Guardi. 

Crossing the Atlantic to the New World, virtuoso portraits by Gilbert 
Stuart and Thomas Sully raise the profile of lacma’s early American 
galleries, while the ravishing, full-length Spanish Dancer by Robert Henri, 
the central figure of the early twentieth-century Ashcan School, gives the 
museum a major work from this pivotal moment in modern American 
painting. Drawings and prints by such luminaries as James Abbott McNeill 
Whistler, Winslow Homer, and Thomas Wilmer Dewing broaden lacma’s 
holdings in nineteenth-century American graphic art, while important 
works on paper by Lee Bontecou, Myron Stout, and Paul I hek enrich the 
museum’s late twentieth-century collection. 

Returning to the Old World, a gift of forty master prints from the 
fifteenth through seventeenth centuries, including twenty-five Albrecht 
Dtirers, ranks among the finest the museum has received. A radiant 
impression of Rembrandt’s etching The Star of Kings , along with rare 
prints by the great French Mannerist Jacques Bellange, add works of 
exceptional quality to existing strengths. Rounding out this area, bravura 
drawings by Francois Boucher and Jean Dubuffet succinctly frame two 
hundred years of French draftsmanship. 

A transformative body of European art from the first half of the twentieth 
century is an especially gratifying gift. Paintings, sculpture, and drawings 
by Pablo Picasso, Paul Klee, Alberto Giacometti, Jacques Lipchitz, and 
Lyonel Feininger and sculpture by Alexander Archipenko and Alexander 
Calder are cause for celebration in light of the growing scarcity of the best 
material from this foundational period of modern art. 1 he 1913 collaboration 
between French dress designer Paul Poiret and artist Raoul Dufy represents 
the highest aspiration of the aesthetics of fashion. 

Postwar and contemporary art are represented by a remarkably coherent 
group of sculpture, painting, and photography by the celebrated triad of 
current Japanese artists Mariko Mori, Takashi Murakami, and Yoshitomo 
Nara, major examples of whose art enter lacma for the first time. Other 
firsts for the museum include important works by the influential Italian 
artepovera artist Alighiero Boetti and the infamous British performance 




art duo Gilbert and George. Wallace Bermans sculpture Topanga Seed 
adds a seminal object from a critical postwar moment in California art. 

In the domain of the decorative arts, several functional objects 
conveniently parenthesize a century of European design history—from 
the dizzying artistry of Jules Wiese’s Gothic revival silver jewel casket or 
a pair of exquisite glass and enameled nineteenth-century French Islamic 
revival vases, to the postmodern cheekiness of Ettore Sottsass’s Malabar 
room divider and Dutch designer Tejo Remis topsy-turvy Droog cabinet, 
with its cascade of tumbling drawers. 

Traversing continents, exceptional works from China, Korea, Japan, 
and South and Southeast Asia join already distinguished holdings in the 
art of these great cultures. The eighth-century masterpiece Sbakyamuni, 
the Historical Buddha now ranks among the finest Chinese sculptures in 
the museums possession, while the balletic grace of the Hindu goddess 
Shri-Lakshmi grants her a place of honor in the lexicon of Indian art. 
Other notable donations include a seventeenth-century Tibetan painted 
cabinet, a 3,000-year-old T hai ceramic pot, an elegant tapered Ming 
dynasty cabinet, and a Jin dynasty bear-shaped water vessel. Among 
Japanese gifts are an Edo period folding fan with orchid design and a 
drawing by the celebrated master Hokusai—a work of immense 
significance and rarity. 

Above all, LACMA at 40 celebrates the art of giving, the richness and 
complexity of which were best described by the ancient Roman philoso¬ 
pher Seneca in what he called “the triple rhythm of generosity, which 
consists of giving, accepting, and returning.” No finer definition exists 
for the museum’s role in society. Like a perpetual motion machine 
endlessly fueling itself, Seneca’s triple rhythm is activated by LACMA s 
many donors, whose beneficence the museum gratefully receives even 
as ir passes on the fruits of this largesse to its public—accepting with 
one hand, returning with the other. 

For lacma and Los Angeles, the contentment of mutual gratitude 
for this orgy of generosity is expressed through the simple phrase, 
“happy anniversary.” May there be many more.
